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MILLS ALL CROWDED. 


Manufacturers Are Busy, and Jobbers and Consumers Are 
Demanding Product Faster Than It Is Being 
Delivered—Advances in Prices. 


A number of the New York jobbers report that business 
in book and writings is not quite so active this week as 
it has been. The easing off in the demand is attributed to 
the fact that the so-called holiday trade in book papers 
is now about over. There is yet, however, a good volume 
of business being done in book and writings. The book 
paper manufacturers, on the other hand, have almost with- 
out exception notified their trade that they cannot accept 
new business for delivery inside of six weeks. They have 
also withdrawn quotations and have advanced prices so 
that a good super is worth about 4 cents delivered and 
machine 33% cents. Some of the book mills are asking 
3®@ cents ior super at mill and 34 cents for machine fin- 
ished at mill. Delivery on orders taken is not promised 
inside of six weeks, and even then it is being stipulated 
that “delivery is at our convenience.” These notifications 
to the trade on the part of the book paper manufacturers 
seem to more than offset the reports of weakness in the 
market, as made by the jobbers. The advance to 2.05 cents 
on soda pulp, made late last week, is another element that 
must be considered in determining the wisdom of the last 
advance made on book papers. News paper has also ad- 
vanced in price within the last week. The quotation of 2.40 
cents for rolls and 2.45 cents for sheets, January delivery, 
was announced last week by one of the large news manu- 
facturing companies. Since then the price is said to have 
still further advanced. So much so that all the men con- 
nected with the news trade acknowledge that they do not 
know what the price of news is to-day. Some say 2% 
cents, others 254 cents. There is very little news paper 
to be found in the New York market, according to re- 
port. And it is predicted that the situation will grow 
worse before it becomes better. Manilas are also ex- 
tremely firm. In fact, all wood papers are high and hard 
to get in any quantities. The manufacturers all say that 
the low state of the water and the consequent curtailment 
in the production of pulp, together with a very active 
demand, are the elements that have caused the present un- 
usual condition in the market. And unless there is 
plenty of rain in a short time, which is considered very un- 
likely, the situation will be much worse than at present. 


Holyoke Trade Excellent.

The paper trade remains in excellent condition and the 
mills are turning out all of the paper that they can make 
There is a ready sale for all of the goods manufactured, 
and as has been the case for some weeks the mills are far 
behind in their shipments. It has been impossible to 
keep up with orders and mill men say that if the present 
condition of business continues during the winter it will 
be necessary to erect additions to the mills next summer 

Orders have been received in the usual numbers by all 
of the mills the past week and one manufacturer stated 
this afternoon that he had orders on hand since October 
that were not filled at the present time and that it was 
impossible to make shipments, owing to prior orders in 
the mill. Small orders for goods carried in stock are be- 
ing filled promptly generally and as far as can be learned 
there has been little delay in shipping these orders, but 
special orders are compelled to take their turn and it is a 
long time coming in most cases. 

Manufacturers would perhaps be as well pleased if trade 
would fall off a trifle, and it is expected that the orders 
will ease up after Christmas or New Year's, in which event 
the mills will be. given a chance to catch up with their 
orders. A prominent manufacturer stated to-day that it 
was very nearly as unsatisfactory to him to have orders 
delayed in his mill for a long period of time as it was to 
the jobbers. It would appear that the rush of business is 
not wholly confined to the paper trade, as a local concern 
shipped a part of a machine to the manufacturers for re 
pairs as far back as the fore part of September, and not 
withstanding constant proddings on the part of the con- 
cern it has as yet been unable to get the part required, 
and it is a job that should not take over two days to ac 
complish.

News paper is in such short supply that it is a little diffi- 
cult to get an order filled. Sales at 24% cents are reported. 
Every grade of paper is very firm in price, with an up- 
ward tendency. A manufacturer of book papers, comment- 
ing upon the market, stated that any change in price dur- 
ing the next three months would be upward rather than 
below present quotations, due to the increased cost of 
manufacture. Low water, already noted in many places, 
the scarcity of ground wood, the higher cost of soda 
pulp and other raw materials are factors to be counted 
upon during the next few months.

Trade was 
strong in all departments. News was in good demand 
and brought fair prices. Writing papers were active, the 
demand being especially large on box papers and all the 
finer grades. The market in book papers was fairly ac- 
tive, but perhaps a little less so than during the previous 
week. Manila and fibre papers, straw wrappings, &c., 
have been very active and have sold at good prices. The 
Christmas trade among retail dealers has begun a week 
earlier than it usually does, so that the consumption of 
wrapping papers has begun to increase perceptibly. 

The straw board market continues in the even tenor of 
its way, the demand remaining some few laps ahead of the 
visible supply, so that the prospect of a raise of another 
dollar or two after the first of the year is exceedingly 
bright. M. 


Firmer Prices in Philadelphia. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 


PHILADELPHIA, December 10, 1901.—*Demand for paper 
of all kinds, particularly No. 1 and No. 2 book, news and 
manilas, is in excess of consumption,” said a local dealer 
to-day, “and the inevitable result is that prices are firmer, 
some have advanced, and there is every reason to believe 
that they will advance still more and that the higher rates 
will be permanent.” 

During the week a general but not concerted effort was 
made in the city to advance prices about one-eighth cent 
on all grades of paper. The increase was not opposed by 
consumers of small quantities, but publishers and others 
about to renew annual contracts from January 1 expressed 
doubt that the advance could be maintained. The trade 
does not doubt that the consumers will accede to the re- 
adjusted prices. Said a dealer: 

“Reports that I have received from the mills indicate 
that the plants are full of orders that will last until after 
February, and it is my firm belief that the general business 
prosperity is such that heavy demand and better prices will 
continue throughout the year. I am advising my cus- 
tomers to make contracts now. And it must not be forgot- 
ten that the labor question has this year become a factor in 
paper manufacture as it never was before. There is not 
enough margin of profit to-day to allow a manufacturer to 
pay more for labor and yet maintain present prices. In the 
East the paper mill laborers are earning proportionately 
more now than they did a year ago; the Western manufac 
turers have in the main granted the demands of their men 
for higher rates, and I believe, though the Philadeiphia 
manufacturers have to date been successful in refusing the 
demands of their men for better wages, the old question 
will be revived in the near future and labor will cost more.” 

While prices of roofing paper show a slight advance over 
last year’s figure, and while demand owing to the open sea- 
son is great, there is still little activity in that line and a 
marked disposition on the part of manufacturers not to 
combination.

Advance in Wisconsin Book Papers.

Prices are 
advancing all along the line, advances of 20 cents a hun- 
dred having been made last week in book papers, with 
other grades following.

“I never before saw a December like this,” said a promi- 
nent manufacturer to me to-day. “Usually by this time we 
are looking for a let-up due to the approach of the holli- 
days, but now there is no quoted market for paper. I 
could not take an order for news paper for delivery this 
month at 10 cents a pound. Many of the Eastern con- 
cerns, I understand, have withdrawn all prices, and this 
is practically what we are doing here.” 

“I have just returned from a flying trip to Chicago and 
St. Louis,” said another manufacturer to me, “and I 
never saw the jobbers more busy than they are now. The 
demand for paper is really something wonderful, and 
prices are feeling the influence. If the Paper Makers’ 
Brotherhood succeeds in shortening the hours of labor 
and cutting off one-tenth of the output of the mills orders 
and prices will be taken care of for some time to come.”

Good Business in Miami Valley. 
[PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, December 9, 1901.—Orders kept coming 
in so steadily this week that there was strong talk in some 
quarters of making another advance. ““We have been rather 
slow in announcing our second advance,” remarked a 
prominent mill man, “but the indications are that we will 
necessarily do so next week. I look for a steady trade 
from this date until next June, possibly. I cannot under- 
stand how the demand will let down any sooner, if indeed 
at that time. Even our most favored customers cannot be 
accommodated within four weeks, and we are taking only 
the most advantageous orders. It looks as though the 
Christmas trade is over, and this means that the trade from 
this time will be steady and substantial and will not be 
contingent upon current events.” 

It is generally admitted that if the trade is not inter- 
rupted by labor disputes the season will be an unprece- 
dented one, as it has been up to date. Paper dealers are 
enjoying the rush, and in this list are included some of the 
manufacturers who care for their local trade. The retail 
Christmas trade promises to be the heaviest known for 
years, Owing to the general prosperity, and a greater con- 
sumption of wrappings has resulted. Straw papers are in 
heavy demand, while all of the standard grades are hold- 
ing their own. The retail tablet and papeterie business, as 
well as the calendar trade, is active. 

A factor which promises to have a material effect on the 
paper trade shortly is the scarcity of cars. Up to this time 
there has been small complaint in trade circles, but ma 
chinery men have had a daily fight for accommodations 
One local firm needed fifteen cars, several of which were 
for foreign shipment, and the quota was obtained only after 
a long struggle in which it was necessary to send a repre 
sentative to the office of the traffic manager and make a de 
mand for the cars. This proceeding was doubtless dupli 
cated in many sections the past week. There is a pro 
nounced car famine, and that it has not affected the paper 
market more than it has is peculiarly fortunate. The local 
car shops are rushed to their capacity on freight cars, some 
of which cannot possibly be put into service within a half 
year. With the present volume of business as a criterion, 
the railway companies reasonably expect to be busy for the 
next nine months. M. V. 


Hamilton and Its Waste Paper.

waste material and litter which are thrown into them 
He becomes the owner of the litter and is supposed to 
derive his revenue therefrom by selecting the good mate 
rial from the bad and disposing of it as paper stock, after 
it is properly sorted. The boxes bear the sign: “Help 
Keep the City Clean.”

Soda Ash Plant Burned. 

Derroit, Mich., December 9, 1901.—The main building 
of the Michigan Alkali Company’s soda ash plant at Wyan 
dotte, 12 miles down Detroit River from this city, was 
completely destroyed by fire last Thursday. J. B. Ford, 
one of the principal owners of the plant, places the loss at 
$300,000. The burned building was 800x250 feet, The 
plant was being run night and day, and there were 100 
men at work in the building when the fire was discovered, 
about 4:30 o'clock, near the boiler room. All of the men 
escaped uninjured. Seven hundred men are temporarily 
thrown out of employment by the fire. The building will 
be rebuilt as soon as possible. The cause of the fire is 
net known. The insurance on the burned building and its 
contents is $250,000,

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CANADIAN NEWS ADVANCED. 


Low Water and a Scarcity of-Ground Wood Are the Reasons 
Therefor—An Eighth of a Cent Increase— Prices 
of Wood Pulp Contracts. 


Toronto, Canada, December 9, 1901.—Because of con- 
tinued low water in Eastern Canada and in the Eastern 
States, which has rendered it impossible to get the pulp 
wood to the mills, a paper famine is imminent in the 
Dominion, and, as a result, the Canadian Paper Makers’ 
Association was in session last Thursday at the office of 
its representatives, Jenkins & Hardy, to consider how to 
best meet the trouble. 

The prospect for this famine is increased by the fact 
that, owing to a shortage in pulp wood across the line, 
representatives of Uncle Sam have invaded Canada and 
purchased the output of all the mills they could. One of 
these companies, the Great Northern Paper Company, in 
Maine, which has a daily capacity of 150 tons of pulp, has 
contracted with the Clergue syndicate for its entire out- 
put for the next few months. 


The price of pulp has been $20 a ton, and J. R. Barber, 
of the Georgetown firm of Barber Brothers, stated that it 
was reasonably sure that the price paid by the Great 
Northern Paper Company would be close on to $25 at the 
mill. Mr. Barber said that he has heard it predicted that pulp 
would soon jump as high as $27 a ton, and unless rain 
comes and the rivers swell, there is no knowing where 
the price will run to. On Wednesday of last week Mr. 
Barber received a communication from the Lake Megan- 
tic Pulp Company, with which he has a contract for pulp, 
stating that the company was obliged to shut down on 
account of the lowering of the water. The water at the 
Chaudiere is falling raidly, and the E. B. Eddy Company 
has been crippled in its pulp department by this fact. 

“The price of finer papers will not likely be raised,” ex- 
plained Mr. Barber, “for these mills have a stock of wood 
on hand and make a chemical pulp, and they are, 
fore, not affected by the state of the water. These firms 
are the Canada Paper Company, the Rolland Paper Com- 
pany, the Toronto Paper Company, the Eddy Company 
and our own concern.”

Contention Over Holyoke Paper Company’s Stock. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 
SPRINGFIELD, Mass., December 9, 1901.—Rescript was 
handed down last week by the Supreme Judicial Court 
in the case of Walter E. Preble and others, of New York, 
against O. S. Greenleaf and R. W. Ellis, trustees of the 
estate of O. H. Greenleaf, late of this city. The decree of 
the lower court for the defendants is affirmed. This case 
was brought by the devisees under the will of Lydia M. 
Preble, of New York, to recover from the estate of the 
late O. H. Greenleaf the value of 240 shares of the Hol- 
yoke Paper Company’s stock and a number of shares of 
the stock of the National Automatic Weighing Com- 
pany. The plaintiffs claimed that the shares belonged to 
the estate of their mother and that they were wrongfully 
conveyed by their father, J. Q. Preble, trustee of their 
mother’s estate, to O. H. Greenleaf, and that the transfer 
was made with the knowledge and at the request of Mr. 
Greenleaf. 

The defendants contended that the stock was trans- 
ferred to Mr. Greenleaf with the knowledge and consent 
of the plaintiffs, and under such circumstances as would 
justify him in believing that they approved of the transfer. 
They further claimed that the stock was bought by Mr. 
Greenleaf in good faith and for a valuable consideration, 
and that he had no knowledge that there was any claim 
that the stock belonged to the Lydia M. Preble estate. 
The decree of the lower court sustained the defendants’ 
contentions, and the Supreme Court this

CONDITION OF WATER SUPPLY. 


Restrictions Still in Force at Holyoke, and There Are No 
Indications of Rise in Streams—Restrictions 
Are Also in Force in Wisconsin. 


Tue Parger Trape Journat, 
Hotyoxe, Mass., December 10, 1901. 


Rigid restrictions as to the use of water for power pur- 
poses are still in force in this city, and the Water Power 
Company is uncertain when they will be removed. The 
company states that the removal of the restrictions de- 
pends wholly on the weather, and as soon as there are 
rains of any duration to raise the Connecticut River the 
restrictions will be eased off somewhat, if not entirely 
removed. There has been a general expectation of relief 
for a couple of days, and indications to-day are very fa- 
vorable. The water sheds all along up the Connecticut 
River are covered with a plentiful fall of snow, and a few 
warm days, with a day or two of rain, will give the mills 
all of the water they require. 

As has been stated, the outlook for a good supply of 
water this winter is not favorable at the present time, and 
it is feared that the mills will be compelled to use much 
steam power during the winter. 

As it is, the coal supply is short, and some of the mills 
are running from day to day on what coal they receive, 
and more than one mill has been compelled to borrow 
coal from those more favorably situated the past week. 
The obtainable supply of soft coal is not above plentiful 
at the present time, and the mills are using their best en- 
deavors to get enough to keep them running, and thus far 
Ferry.

Charged with Fraudulent Transaction—Held in Bail for 
Trial in Rochester—He Says Matter Will Be

Edward Fischer, of New York city, a broker in for- 
eign papers, was arrested on Monday of last week on a 
charge of grand larceny. The complainant was Thomas 
W. Shannon, the local manager at Rochester, N. Y., for 
the J. P. Jordam Paper Company, of Boston, Mass. The 
warrant was obtained in Rochester. Fischer was arrested 
in New York city by Deputy Sheriff Mulvaney, of New 
York County. Bail was fixed by the sheriff at $500 and 
was obtained by Fischer, who is now doing business as 
usual. The trial of the case is expected to come up at 
Rochester at am early date. George Raines, an attorney, 
of that city, has the matter in charge for Mr. Shannon and 
will care for that gentleman’s interests.

Adirondack Land Purchase. 


Utica, N. Y., December 9, 1901.—The power owners 
along the Black River who compose the Black River Power 
Association have purchased 1,000 acres of timber land from 
the Santa Clara Lumber Company at a cost of $10,700 
This transaction is in accordance with the offer made by 
the State of New York to construct a new dam across the 
Beaver River, at Stillwater, in the town of Webb, Herkimer 
County, at a cost of $82,500, provided that all land in the 
vicinity which would be flooded by the backwater, not 
owned by the State, be purchased and deeded to the State. 

The transaction has been approved by the State officers 
and arrangements are now being made to get the materials 
needed for the construction of the dam delivered at Still 
water.

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Tariff Bills. 
Our Washington correspondent this week tells the story 
of the introduction into the House of two bills designed 
Both bills are 


designed to place pulp on the free list, while as to paper 


to change the tariff on pulp and paper. 


one seeks to repeal any duty now on it, while the other 
seeks to scale down the existing duty. The bills are now 
in the hands of the Ways and Means Committee. 

These bills are in more ways than one the successors of 
those that were introduced at the previous session of Con- 
gress. They are a reiteration of the old cry on the part 
of some newspaper publishers. They present nothing new, 
and it is not at all likely that the treatment accorded them 
will be laid out on any new lines. There is no reason why 
the paper industry should be singled out for attack, and 
there is not the least likelihood that it will be. At the same 
time it will be just as well for the paper and pulp manu- 


facturers to keep their eyes on these bills. 


The Shorter Schedule Situation. 


It would appear that the Fox River Valley paper manu- 
facturers and their employees have agreed upon a plan of 
campaign. The latter demanded that the shorter week 
schedule be put in force. The former agreed to this, and 
further agreed to make the new rule permanent, provided 
that by April 1, 1901, competing mills adopted the same 
schedule. The Neenah lodge of the Brotherhood of Paper 
Makers has accepted this condition for the men under its 
jurisdiction, and it is now fair to presume that the “com- 
peting mills’ will have the question of the shorter week 
presented to them by the Brotherhood. Should the Broth- 
erhood succeed in this missionary work it will be a benefit 
all around. It will not only insure the continuance of the 
short week schedule in the Fox River Valley and prevent 
a return to the old system, but will bring the schedule into 
general use, so that all manufacturers and employees will be 
working on the same basis, both in the East and in the 
West. 

Mill owners have not shown any antagonism to the 
new move. On the contrary, they have shown a disposi- 
tion to grant the demands, and the counter proposition of 
the Fox River Valley manufacturers, if worked out prop- 
erly, will be an important factor in giving paper mill em- 
ployees in all sections a more satisfactory scale of hours.

to $670,639, and in the ten months ended October 31, 1901, 


it was still further increased to $748,054. In this connection 


it is worth noting that while the quantity exported in the 
ten months ended October 31, 1900, was 42,056,409 pounds, 
the quantity exported in the ten months ended October 
31, 1901, was only 41,356,508 pounds, although the value of 
the latter was the greater. 


All manufacturers of book paper are working along the 
same lines just at present. They are doing this not because 
of any agreement, but simply because they are forced to 
do so by the course of the market for their product. There 
is a heavy demand for book paper at present, and the mills 
are not willing to accept any more contracts that call for 
delivery before February 1, nor are they willing to allow 
former quotations to hold for new business. In other 
words, they have withdrawn all quotations and advanced 
prices now rule on new requests. Soda fibre has been ad 
vanced, the price for 1902 contracts being 2.05 cents. This 
fact, with the expected inc-eased cost of labor because of 
the shorter week schedule and the decreased production be 
cause of the shorter working time, makes the paper manu 
facturer feel that he must realize more on his product if 
he expects to make any money.

Not only is low water forcing paper mills in some instances 
to reduce product, or to run by steam, if they have a steam 
plant, but it is working more havoc in the pulp industry. 
Not only has the pulp man to stop his grinder, but his pulp 
wood is in many cases “hung up” on the banks of streams, 
so that even if he had plenty of water his logs would be 
unavailable. As a consequence the ground wood market is 
having an unusual amount of attention, and there is a 
searching for supplies such as has not been witnessed in 
many a day. 

The English paper mill workers held a meeting recently 
at which the topic for discussion was “foreign paper.” It 
was acknowledged that the British market was being in 
vaded by foreign paper to a very large extent, and that the 
invasion was damaging both the British paper mill owner 
and his employees. A number of suggestions were offered, 
one of them being that there be enacted a law requiring the 
newspaper to mark on its paper the name of the country in 
which the paper was made. This is on the order of the 
“Made in Germany” program, which is far from being as 
satisfactory as it might be.

Tariff Decisions. 


The Board of Classification of the United States General 
Appraisers announced a decision on Monday regarding an 
anatomical model of a man, nearly 6 feet in height, which 
was imported for the Medical School of Maine, a depart 
ment of Bowdoin College. The model is made up of about 
one hundred pieces, which can be taken apart and replaced 
as desired. The model is for use in the lecture room. It 
cost $550, and the collector at Portland, acting under in 
structions from the Treasury Department, assessed a duty 
of 35 per cent. ad valorem, under the provision in para 
graph 450 of the Tariff act for the manufacture of papier 
maché. 

The board, in an opinion by Judge Somerville, holds 
that the merchandise comes under the provision in para- 
graph 638, concerning “philosophical and scientific appa- 
ratus imported in good faith for the use of institutions 
established solely for religious, philosophical, educational, 
scientific or literary purposes.” The protest is therefore 
sustained, and instructions given to reliquidate the entry. 

Another decision announced on Monday related to so- 
called mottoes composed of a foundation of perforated 
paper, resembling canvas embroidered with silk chenille 
and yarn, and with threads of metal and cotton, and fur- 
ther ornamented with lithographic paper, celluloid figures, 
leaves and flowers. 

They were imported by Carroll & De Remer and as- 
sessed for duty by the collector at Chicago at 50 cents per 
pound and 60 per cent. ad valorem, under paragraph 371 
in the wool schedule. The importers claimed that they 
should come in as manufactures of paper, gelatine, cellu- 
loid or other substances, according to whatever might be 
the component material of chief value. 

The board, in an opinion by Judge Somerville, overrules 
the protest, and affirms the decision of the collector.

The Wood Pulp Association—Paper Mill Workers Meet 
and Discuss the “Foreign Paper’? Question—To 
Confer With Employers—The Pulp Market. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Lonpon, November 28, 1901.—The British Wood Pulp 
Association held its annual meeting and dinner last week 
The most important feature of the meeting was the in- 
formal discussion of the proposition of the Paper Mak- 
ers’ Association to rejection clause in the 
wood pulp contract. The paper makers believe that they 
should be entitled to reject deliveries of wood pulp if the 
allowance made by the arbitrator amounts to 5s. per ton, 
or to 24% per cent. ad valorem, while in every arbitra- 
tion as to quality the arbitrator should be obliged to 
decide whether the buyer may absolutely reject. The 
matter will probably be settled satisfactorily at a confer- 
ence of committees representing the wood pulp and paper

It looked almost 
impossible, especially when they read day by day the gen 
eral feeling of their country as regarded free trade. He 
was more and more convinced that the only way to defeat 
the foreigner was to defeat him on his merits. It looked 
almost incredible that the manufacturer abroad could place 
his articles on the English market cheaper than they could 
be placed there by the local manufacturer, and it made one 
wonder when they could send at rates which made it easier 
to bring their goods into the market from 
abroad than our goods could be sent from the manufactur- 
ing districts to Liverpool or London. There was one thing 
in which he thought a great improvement might be effected, 
and that was in regard to technical education. As paper 
makers they would greatly benefit if they could arrange for 
as many of their members as possible to undergo a course 
of lectures, and so advance their knowledge technically, 
and, in some instances, practically, in paper making. There 
was no mistake that in some cases they were really behind 
the foreigner, and they would continue to be seriously 
handicapped until they paid more attention to this matter.

QuvuEsTION 10.—State your opinion of the merit of An- 
nandale’s improvement in the machine for the imparting 
of “hand-made” characteristics to the web in process of 
formation on the wire. Discuss the difficulties in the way 
of its successful adoption, and state in which class of paper 
it will give the best results.

ANSWER 10.—Annandale’s idea is to get the fibres well 
One great drawback of machine made 
papers would be overcome to a large extent if this method 
could be applied successfully. Machine made paper tears 
more readily in the direction of the web than across the 
web, due to the fibres arranging themselves in the direc- 
tion in which the machine is running. In order to ar- 
range the fibres in all directions the material must be 
shaken equally both laterally and longitudinally. Thig is 
possible on hand made paper, but not on the ordinary 
Fourdrinier machine. Annandale’s method requires a 
good deal of alteration to the machine to make it work- 
able. Such a process is desirable in the manufacture of 
high class papers, which should expand and contract uni- 
formly with changes of atmospheric influences. It is de- 
sirable also for paper used ior water color drawings.

The first expression has some useful applications; we 
take, for instance, a sheet of blotting paper, measuring 50 
centimetres square, weighing .450 grammes, and having a 
thickness of 15-1,000 inches, when measured by means of a 
micrometer. As 25 millimetres are equal to 1 inch, the 
thickness of paper in millimetres is as follows:

The bulk of this amount of paper therefore is as follows:

We now know the exact weight and bulk of the piece 


of paper from which we can calculate the number of 

grammes weight per centimetre cube, by making use of

our first formula: —-=.486 grammes per cubic centimetre.

The most simple application of this figure is to find the 
weight of a cubic foot of paper. We now know the 
grammes per cubic centimetre of the paper in question, 
we also know that 1 gramme oj water is egual to 1 cubic 
centimetre, we furthermore know that 1 cubic foot of 
water is equal to 62.5 pounds weight. All that we have 
to do now is to multiply 62.5  .486, which gives us 30.4 
pounds of paper per cubic foot. 

By the same method a sheet of cartridge paper is found 
to weigh 1.17 grammes per cubic centimetre. A cubic 
foot of this would therefore weigh 62.5 K 1.17 = 73 
pounds. 

This method of procedure is useful in a paper mill for 
taking stock in the sale of stacks of paper at stock-taking 
time, and for similar purposes. 

Remarks.—By a method we find that a cubic foot of 
chemical wood pulp weighs 39 pounds, or that a cubic centimetre 
weighs .62 gramme. We know that the specific gravity of the fibre 
is 1.5, which is only another way of saying that 1 cubic centimetre 
weighs 1.5 grammes. The actual volume occupied by the fibre itself, 
together with the volume of air space surrounding the fibre, can now 


be readily determined. The volume occupied by the fibre is as 
follows:

The volume percentage of different papers affords us useful infor- 
mation. With blotting and filter papers it gives us an expression 
of absorbent qualities. On the other hand, when the percentage 
by volume of fibre and other ingredients is high, and consequently 
the percentage by volume of air space is low, the percentage by 
volume of solid ingredients affords us a direct expression of hard- 
ness, compactness, resistance, &c. The influence of mineral matter 
upon the specific weight of a paper has already been dealt with in 
answering Question 9, Ordinary Grade,

The treatment of the stock in washers does not differ 
materially from that for book or news, except as to bleach- 
ing.

Making Paper in Madagascar. 


United States Vice-Consul Hunt trans- 
mits to the State Department from Tama- 
tave,y October 3, 1901, translation of an 






THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL 


article from the Journal Officiel, as fol- 
lows: 

The manufacture of paper by the An 
taimoro (one of the oldest tribes among the 
inhabitants of Madgascar), which is com 
pletely unknown to the other tribes of the 
island, constitutes a regular local industry 
in the district of Ambohipeno. The paper, 
which is supple and very strong and has 
an appearance of parchment, which gives it 
the imprint of quaint originality, is in great 
favor with the Antaimoro, and there is 
not a family—not a home—that does not 
possess a dozen or so sheets, carefully 
stitched together and handed down from 
generation to generation. 

The first manufacturer of this peculiar 
paper was apparently a man cast on the 
coast in the middle of the ninth century, 
who settled on the Matitanana River. Tra- 
dition represents him as horrified at seeing 
his Koran torn, doubtless due to the stir- 


ring adventures of his voyage, and puzzling 


his brain to make a clean copy. Experi- 
menting with different barks of trees, he 
finally fixed his choice on the avoavo, the 
bark of which is easily reducible to pulp 
The avoavo is a wild shrub with short 
branches of an average thickness of 4 to 5 
inches in diameter and 9 to 12 feet in height, 
the leaf resembling very much a bay leaf. 

After taking off the outer skin, the inner 
part, perfectly white and somewhat sticky, 
is removed and formed into a big ball, 
which is placed in running water to soak. 
This ball is picked to pieces little by little, 
and the pieces thus separated are washed 
and placed in a large pot with a certain 
quantity of water; the mass is then cov- 
ered with ashes, followed by a second layer 
of bark, again covered with ashes, and so 
on until the pot is three-quarters full. The 
pot is then filled with water, the lid put on, 
and the whole boiled for two or three days 
without interruption, care being taken to 
add very clean water from time to time to 
replace the loss by evaporation, always 
throwing in a handful of ashes. 

On the morning of the third day, the 
bark, completely reduced by cooking, looks 
like a thick batter, which is then passed 
through a sieve and washed in fresh water. 
It is then beaten, briskly kneaded, and un 
der the pressure of the fingers is trans- 
formed into a soft dough, which is spread, 
still damp, on the green leaves of the trav- 
eler’s tree with a special tool, consisting of 
two rods about 18 inches long, joined by 
slats of raffia wood, the only wood, appar- 
ently, to which the pulp will not stick. With 
the tlat of the hand, moistened, the required 
thickness is given to the sheet; it is then 
pressed, leveled, smoothed and put in the 
sun. 

As soon as it is dry, it is glazed with 
weak rice water, spread with the hand, like 
starch, on linen. The sheet, still in a damp 
state, is then, as it were, ironed out by the 
hand or with a polished pebble. It is finally 
dried, peeled off from the green leaf, and 
the paper is finished. Each sheet thus ob- 
tained is worth from 1 to 2 cents; it meas- 
ures 20 to 23 inches long and 10 inches 
wide. It is finally trimmed for binding.

PAPER.—A number of the wt ‘York jobbers handiing 
Book and Writings report that new business thus far in De- 
cember has not been very large in volume. The Manila 
houses have also felt a slight. easing off in the demand. 
But the latter are nevertheless very busy distributing paper 
on old orders. The mill men, on the other hand, say that 
the cry for paper is now stronger than it has been at any 
time since last summer. They add that their customers 
are just now beginning to realize the seriousness of the 
question. Production of pulp paper has 
been cut down, so they claim, by the lack of power. And 
as there is little chance of improvement in the streams 
till next spring the outlook is that all wood papers will 
remain very firm till relief comes. News paper this week 
is quoted by the International Paper Company at 2.40c. for 
rolls and 2.45c. for sheets, New York delivery. Even at 
those figures there is very little News to be found in stock. 
The News mills are all sold ahead till January 15. Orders 
that are being placed for delivery earlier than that date are 
accepted only at advanced prices. The jobbers are asking 
for News.
